A decade in development, the new language is the 
offspring cf Bally BASIC and GRASS, the graphics language 
used to create the special computer effects in the movie 
"Star Wars",

GRAFIX is described by Bally as the first graphic 
computer language designed specifically for consumers. 
Utilizing the full 256-color capability of the Bally- 
Computer System, the language offers home programmers 
many unique features: 

, The language is self-teaching. Programming 
commands describe themselves to users upon 
request, with the simple instruction "help!". 
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. The language is also extensible, i.e. 

expandable by users. Although the language 
contains instructions common to BASIC, it 
also contains a vocabulary of graphic 
commands that are unique. And, an infinite 
number of new commands can be added by the 
home programmer. "Whereas BASIC programs 
with numbers, GRAFIX programs with words," 
explained Bob W T iles, General Manager of the 
Bally Consumer Products Division. 

. The language also permits multi-level 
programming, according to Wiles. This 
feature allows users to write one program 
while running another, in effect allowing 
a limitless number of independent programs 
to operate on the screen simultaneously. 

Applications for the new programming language "boggl 
the imagination," said Wiles. He cited commercial art,
